Girl's Injuries.

On the right hand the girl had an 
old fracture of the middle finger 
with a septic wound on her first 
finger, Two marks were visible on 
her wrists,’ suggesting that her 
hands had been tied, There was an 
old ulcer on the right elbow joint 
and a fracture dislocation on the 
left elbow..

Continuing, Mr. Butters mentiua- 
ed that in her statement the defen- 
dant admitted beating the girl. .

pected to personally perform all the 
duties imposed upon him by the 
Ordinance. : 

Quoting the Interpretation Or- 
dinance, Mr, Butters pointed out 
that where reference was made to 
any person by the term designating 
his office, such term shall include 
the person for the time sbeing 
executing the duties of such office 
as well as such other person as may 
be appointed to perform dny ‘pDor- 
tion of such duttes. 

His Worship {ntimated to Mr. 
Hugh-Jones that that was rather a 
strong point in favour of Mr.

Mr. Hugh-Jones disagreed and 
thought it was more in his favour.

STRANGE AFFAIR IN NEW - 
TERRITORIES, 


A somewhat unusual report was 
made to the Water Police yes 
terday afternoon by Yuen Kam, 
the foki of: junk No. T 5467 H, 
who stated that about 9 am.

driver, ax all other drivers, has a 
femperament, and there is nothing 
in the world more irritating than 
the period of waiting, just waiting, 
with every single day bringing a 
fresh disappointment, 


Ready to Misconstrue.

“Figures never. lie, 
may figure,” a phrase often used 
when compar ng statistics, some 
May say-could' be applied to the 
motor vehicles, registered in the 
Settlement and the French Con- 
cession, inasmuch as a large num- 
ber of cars have been sold during 
the past quarter, yet the. total 
number of motor vehicles in 
Shanghai to-day is 60 Jess than 
it was three: months ago, 

Speaking to motor car dealers, 
the reply usually is, “Yes, business 
ig good. We have sold cars and 
trucks regularly.” ‘7 

‘On the other hand, on January 
1,,1930, no less than 12,390 motor 
vehicles were registered in Shang- 
hai, whereas on April 1, according 
to ‘the official figures, only 12,338 
were on the books, Three months 
ago, 8,867 passenger cars, private 
and public were registered. ‘On 
April 1, 9,038 of the same type 
were on the roads—~an increase of 
171. In the French Concession 15 
less public trucks were operated 
on April 1, ‘The total number of 
trucks," including public. and 
private in both sections of Shang- 
hal wags 2,707, 28 compared with 
January 1, when only 2,671 were 
in operation. Net increase 38. 

The problem !s solved when one 
considers the number of motor- 
cycles. The decrease in registra- 
tions, from 862 three months ago 
to 693 on April 1, is greater than 
the added. number of cars and 
trucks. The writer has not had 
time to “take ‘up the question” of | 
why the shortage or whence they 
may ‘have d sappeared.

It is believed that the Sinsiang 
meeting’ will have an important 
bearing upon the situation and may 
certainly precipitate — hostilities 
against.

CHESS.

“chess,” ete. Mat,” meaning in 
Persian “defeated,” is everywhere 
used for the winning move, just as 
at Chosroes’ court fourteen cen- 
turies ago, the word “check” in our 
checkmate having the literal mean- 
ing of king. ‘ 

The chessboard was known in 
Norman England as the “exche- 
quier,” and the English Exchequer 
dates from Henry I's Treasury 
officers seated around a checkered 
cloth-covered table, the squares of 
which facilitated the subdivision of 
money or counters. 

The revolution which tock place 
on the chessboard at the beginning 
of the sixteenth century, whereby 
the queen from being the weakest 
became the strongest piece, actually 
symbolized womans emergence 
time from medieval 
obscurity into the greater freedom 
of the Renaissance, and is an epic 
in itself.—Christien Science Moni- 
tor,

‘ PROSECUTION. “EVIDENCE 
SAID TO BE “LIES” - 


The story of. how.a_ married 
woman, the wife of a fisherman, 
eloped’ with a married man, wha 
had the reputation of being a 
“wizard”, and of her being found 
by the husband, living apparently in 
perfect harmony with the “wizard” 
and his wife, was told at the Cen- 


‘/ tral ‘Police Court yesterday, when 


the “wizard’’ was "charged -with 
committing adultery and harbour- 
ing a married woman. Both 
charges were instituted under the 
Protection of Women and Girls 
Ordinance. 

The affair appeared to be of 
great interest to the fishing folk of 
Aberdeen and Stanley, a large num- 
ber of whom had come all the way 
to Court to watch the proceedings. 

Mr. F. X. D’Almada, Jnr, appear- 
ed for the defence. The case was 
conducted by Acting Sub-Inspector, 
A.V. Baker. O 
_ Chan Kwong-shun told the Court 
he way employed as a foki on a 
fish-dealer’s boat. When the craft 
was not out at sea, he lived on a 
house-bgat of his own in Aberdeen 
harbour, sharing domestic life with 
Li Tai-tai, his wife, to whom he 
had been married 11 years, and by 
whom he had a little son and 
daughter. 

Returning home from sea on 
April 26th last, he discovered that 
hix wife and children wefe not on 
the family boat, and learned, from 
subsequent enquiries, that she had 
gone to Stanley. : 

There, on u boat on the fore- 
shore, he subsequently discovered 
his wife and children, and also not 
only the defendant but also the 
latter's wife, all living together, 

The matter was taken up from 
that point by a Chinese detective, 
who had the parties taken to the 
Police Station at Stanley and gub- 
sequently to the Station at Aber- 
deen. F 

Fung Fook, a friend of Chan 
Kwong-shun, said he was an actual 
witness of the elopement, having
